Schools Get $12,000 Tax Windfall 


$2000 Science 
Program 
ls Proposed 


Menlo Park Elementary School 
District will have $12,000 more in 
its budget than was anticipated 
before a county assessor’s report 
was filed earlier this month, trus- 
tees were told Monday night, and 
out of this some $2000 may be 
allocated to augment science pro- 
grams in the schools. 

The unexpected revenue will 
allow the school district to restore 
some capital outlay items to its 
budget, which were “pruned” 
earlier as the trustees studied pre- 
liminary documents, according to 
District Business Manager John 
Richert. 

At present, plans call for uti- 
lizing the district’s full permis- 
sive tax rate of $1.75 per $100 
assessed valuation, and making 
use of “overriding” tax rates 
which will bring the school dis- 
trict’s total levy to $2.46 per $100 
assessed valuation. The district’s 
proposed budget for the 1956- 
57 year is expected to be in the 
neighborhood of $1,048,957. 

The district already has some 
science instruction in the class- 
rooms, but does not have suffi- 
cient equipment to operate the 
program which it would like to 
have for seventh and eighth grade 
pupils in Oak Knoll, Hillview and 
Encinal schools. 

Ennio Ciolli, principal at Laurel 
school and “‘science specialist” for 
the district, explained that an ex- 
penditure of $600 to $700 per 
school wouid allow teachers to 
give about three hours of science 
instruction a week. 

District Curriculum Consultant 


Paul R. Stouffer pointed out that} 


such a program would “fill out” 
the present teaching practices 
under which seventh and eighth 
grade pupils are made aware of 
such basic scientific entities as 
matter, energy of various types, 
the various branches of science, 
and conservation and use of vari- 
ous kinds of energy and resources. 
PURPOSE 

The district is concerned, he 
said, with making pupils aware 
of science and its contributions to 
better living. 

John Martin, principal of Hill- 
view school, observed that the only 
problem he saw in thus systemitiz- 
ing science instruction was that it 
might be difficult to set up a 
teaching schedule, under which 
qualified seventh and eighth grade 
teachers could leave their own 
classes to instruct others. He said 
he hoped the schedule could be 
worked out without leaving “study 
hall” sessions. 

In other actions, the school 
board: 

Toured Central school’s 
grounds, corporation yard and 
storage rooms, to acquaint itself 
with the variety of facilities which 
tne district would lose if it turned 
the property over to the state; 

Heard a report from Ed Light, 
district inspector at Oak Knoll 
school, on progress of construction 
there. Light said that, if carpent- 
ers stay on the job, the six-class- 
room addition should be complet- 


Expect to Hold Tax 


A budget of over a half million 
dollars was okayed Monday night

State Okays 
Water Rate 
Boost Here 


The California Public Utilities 
Commission last week authorized 
the California Water Service Co. 
to increase rates in four northern 
California districts, including that 
of most of Menlo Park, Atherton 
and Woodside. The new rates be- 
come effective as of Aug. 1. 

The decision concerns some | 
11,700 customers in this area. The | 
increase amounts to 13.9 per cent 
for the Bear Gulch system, which 
is that which covers this area. 

The commission’s decision said | 
“The evidence demonstrates that 
applicant is in need of and entitled 
to increased revenues. We find 
that the specific rates . . . which 
applicant proposes are in them-| 
selves reasonable. .. .” 

Increased taxes, higher wages | 
and increased construction costs 
were given as reasons, by wit- 
nesses for CWS, for asking for 
the increase. 

Under the new rate, a service 
charge of $2.25 is made on each 
customer, and 26% cents per hun- 
dred cubic feet of water used is 
added. 

Under present rates, the first 
50 feet costs $1.85 and a fixed 
charge is made for additional hun- 
dreds of cubic feet delivered to 
the consumer.

THE RIGHT IDEA 


We greet with enthusiasm Tuesday night's action of the city 
council favoring the additional one-cent sales tax in San Mateo 
county. 

No, we don’t like to pay taxes any more than anyone else, but 
in the highly complicated tax picture, the present proposed move 
seems to us a sound one. 

The eternal problem of taxation — as in the family budget — 
is how to get the money you need to buy the things you have to 
have. 

Some things are necessities to a community, just as food 
and shelter are to the family. We must have schools. We must 
have fire protection, police protection, sewers, traffic arteries 
and adequate recreational facilities to keep our children 
healthy and on the proper road of development. 

The separate districts — schools, fire, 
fivailable soufice of revenue other than the assessed valuation of 
property within their boundaries. Up to now, the city of Menlo 
Park never has, utilized any other source, either. 

The city has been most considerate of the burden on the tax- 
payer. We believe it has been too considerate in curtailing needed 
improvements in order to keep the property tax rate well below 
the maximum $1 limit. 

Now we face the time when many of these improvements 
must be bought or the desirability of Menlo Park as a residential 
community will deteriorate. With that deterioration, the value 
of your property and ours will shrink. 

At the same time, we all know we face further tax increases 
for schools and other services that we must have. If the Jand 
owner is to bear the entire brunt through bis property tax, the load 
will become unbearable. 

~ We must seek out and utilize other ways of paying the bill. 

It is said that we are paying for it one way or the other. Why 
should it make a difference whether it is through a property tax or 
a sales tax? 

There are two foremost reasons why the sales tax is better. 
Tirst, it is easier to take, spread as it is in driblets all through 
the year. Second, it places some of the burden of city services on 
those persons residing just outside the city limits who do not now 
pay a cent for them 

Residents of unincorporated sections adjacent to Menlo Park 
will be free to use our new city library, soon to be built, 
it is also part of the county library system. Yet they do not con- 
tribute a cent toward construction of the library, while Menlo Park 
taxpayers this year will pay some 3 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation for it. 

If these library bonds were to be retired out of sales tax 
revenue, as proposed by the council, all those who use it would be 
carrying the load. 

The same reasoning applies to our street system, our police 
protection and our park and recreation facilities. 

Biggest objection to the sales tax is based on fear that it will 
be entirely an additional tax, that property tax rates will soar 
just as high and that government at all levels will find extra ways 
to spend this néw source of plenty. 

We believe our Menlo Park city council is on the right road 
in suggesting a city law to commit at least half of the sales tay 
to reduction of the property tax. Such a provision we have advo- 
cated as a means of controlling the use of these funds.

Storm Drain Project

The month of July is not a 
period conducive to consideration 
of flood control problems, but it 
is a time when work must be 
readied if remedial steps are to 
be taken prior to the next winter’s 
rains. 

Much work has been done on 
the San Francisquito creek bed, 
and it in better shape to cope 
with the coming wet season than 
in many years. Some additional 
work therein also is projected for 
the next few months. 

In Felton Gables the street re- 
paving job being done by special 
assessment proceedings also con- 
tains a portion of the master plan 
drainage program for that portion 

of the city, including a connection 
to the Atherton storm drainage 
canal . 

On Valparaiso another special 
assessment job will divert water 
from the Hillview and Hesketh 
Manor subdivisions and empty 
it into San Francisquito creek.

Also included would be an Ath- 
erton avenue storm drain from 
Monte Vista to Elena and a Val- 
paraiso drain from Crane to El 
Camino, then to the Atherton 
channel via El Camino. There are 
also several short spurs not men- 
tion above. 

Both projects are proposed to 
be financed by municipal sewer 
districts under the recent amend- 
ment to the act which permits the 
inclusion of unincorporated terri-

assist the school districts. They 
probably now would like to see 
that tax raised to four cents in- 
stead. Coupled with the local one- 
cent levy that would really throw 
a new burden all around. 


To even mention changing the 
veterans’ $5000 tax exemption is 
like inviting a fight with Rocky 
Marciano. Politicians steer clear 
of the subject as if it were a dead- 
ly fever. Not too long ago an ofti- 
cial of the county superintendent 
of schools office let slip a word 
that omission of the veterans 
property exemptions was the an- 
swer to the problem of school 
financing. Maybe he didn’t say it 
in those words, but his remarks 
touched off a bombshell, and 
there were denials, apologies and 
the like in an effort to smooth 
things over. 

We can't understand Why the 
subject should be so hush-hush. 
After all it is ‘a serious subjeet 
and it has a great bearing on the 
tax structure of the city, county 
and state. We've talked to enough 
veterans to know that many of 
them would like to see a change, 


Probably the most sensible 
suggestion we heard was that 
veterans be allowed the prop- 
erty exemption for a period of 
10 years following discharge. 
That would give the ex-service- 
man time to get back on his 
feet, get established ina job or 
business, and then take his 
rightful place as a tax-paying 
supporter oi his schools and his 
government, 

We see nothing wrong with that, 
but we know that any discussion 
of the subject is certain to bring 
the wrath of some veterans down 
on our heads. 


Right now the tax take for the 
coming year will be approximately 
30 per cent more than last year. 
The good news that the county 
rate could stay about the same or 
possibly advance a cent or two 


brings a smile after a possible 
15-cent boost predicted a few 


weeks ago. The Sequoia High 
Schoo! District will up its take 
one-third with the full $1.50 per- 
missive tax limit. 


We can’t forget that the sales 
tax, if it is adopted locally, will 
pile more tax dollars into the 
government treasuries. If it is 
started this fall, as we predict it 
will, then the collections between 
that date and the start of the next 
fiscal year July 1 will be “gravy” 
to the cities and county. 

Regardless of what we think 
of our tax picture in this area, 
however, it isn’t as bad as many 
other places. -Take a look at 
some of the rates in the east bay 
and to the south of us—in fact 
anyplace where the population 
is booming as it is here. 

Maybe we’re too critical of our 
ever expanding governments. We 
couldn’t understand the reasons 
backing our county officials in set- 
ting up more than 100 new jobs 
this year. Granted that some are 
needed for the opening of the new 
county hospital, but the new work- 
ers given some other departments 
bordered on the ridiculous, in our 
opinion. 

So, just as‘a word of warning, 
get your broadest smile ready for 
that day not too far off when the 
county and city tax bills arrive. 
You will be shocked, to be sure, 
but just remember we haven't hit 
the top yet—or have we?
